This action is in response to the election of claims 8, 10-11, filed by applicant on 
12/19/03. In view of the affidavits, the rejection over Kong et al is now withdrawn. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
Invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 8, 10, 1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Beaumont et al (Conference article presented on July 1999). 

Beaumont teaches forming GaN triangular stripes as seeds by selective epitaxy 
at low temperature by OMVPE (low pressure technique) and then increasing the 
temperature by HVPE (high pressure technique) to form continuous layer through 
coalescence to reduce the defect density as low as 5E106 /cm2 (abstract see section 
0020-0021 and US 2002/015952). However, Beaumont et al doe not teach first layer 
containing AL Nakamura teaches AIGaN as buffer layer as alternative GaN. It would 
have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to use AIGaN as alternative to GaN 
because using Al content as one of the precursor permits lower growth temperatures.
